came matters of minor importance. 
The liberty of the whole human race, 
the basic principles on which civil- 
‘Yeation rests, the idea!s, and indepen- 
\-dente.of the nation itself, were jeop- 
ardized and their destruction «threat- 
ened, In these circumstances; one’s 
‘ devotion to purely personal interests 
became wttetly selfish and unworthy. 
Generally speaking, a man serves 
his. country and the cause of human- 
‘ity ably.and well'when he devetes his 
best thought and energies to the ev- 
ery day work which calls for atten- 
tion; providing the work in which, he 
is engaged is legitimate and worthy. 
It tld not be, of course,.a selfish 
absorption in his own interests to the 
exclusion of everything else. It. 
should not be a miserly regard for 
personal gain irrespective of the ef- 
fect'on others, and wholl: neglectful 
of the finer things in life“and of com- 
munity and national intérests. But, 
on the whole, the person who does his 
Work faithfully and well is serving his 
country and fellowmen at the same 
time, 


This, let it-be repeated, is true as a 
general proposition, but it was never 
more universally true than it is at the 
present.time. The needs not only of 
Canada, but of the whole world; the 
heeds of that civilization which was 
saved from destruction on the battle- 
fields of the world during the historic 
years 1914-1918, cal imperatively' to 
evety Canadian to “be on, the job” 
doing hig own particular work at thig 
time,

at a time when, because of the whole- 
sale destruction of goods and weaJth 
caused by the war, there is greater 
need than eyer before for a maximum 
of productive effort. As has been 
pointed out over and over*again, not 
only do men insist upon easier work, 
shorter hours of labor, more pay and 
more of ‘the good things of life, but 
they Become indignant if the price of 
these goods goes up. Yet it must be 
apparent to all inteYigent and yeason- 
able men that jf fess is produeed and 
more is consumed scarcity must -¢- 
sult and a rise in prices becomes as 
inevitable as the force of gravity. 

This general relaxation is, however, 
a natural sequence of the war, and it 
is not confined to any one class of the 
population of this and other countries. 
It is manifest in all ranks of society. 
During the war there was a tremen- 
dous urging of ‘uae work early 
and late and increase food production, 
and. of all industrial workers to turn 
out a maximum of goods. This same 
incentive to effort was urged in con- 
nection with the Victory Loan, Pat- 
riotic Fund, Red Cross, and other 
drives.

The companies concerned, the New 
Zealand Shipping Conipany and Shaw, 
Savill. & Albiatt;Conipany, have an- 
nounced their inténtion of resuming 
the trade, and ifthe provisional agfee- 
ment Signed by, the importers is. com- 
pleted’ there will be little cargo -for 
the Commonwealth-Government stea- 
mers to carry, The agreement is to 
be operative for two years. . 

The reason for preferring the ships 
of fhe private companies is that they 
carry passengers, about 10,000 a year 
passing through Hobart in pre-war 
times en route to New Zealand, whilst 
Hobart was made the trans-shipping 
port fot the other statés of the com- 
monwealth. In addition, the cargo is 
delivered in about 40 days,-and Ho- 
bart being the first and only port. of 
Hep in the Commonwealth the cargo 
is on top and turns out in excellent 
lorder. In the case of the government 
ships they carry cargo only, are much 
slower and call-at other Australian 
ports first.
